Guava Propagation 


By P If Rolfs of the University ol 

Florida Agricultui.it Etperitttatn 
Station 

Thv cu*;umaYy way •! | iopagalini: 
Rua$a* in Florida la by .lie seed lhi» 
itivtltod i* quick md inexpensive, blit 
the results are not the best that can 
be "burned. It u possible to hud 
guavas by the shield tmd method em¬ 
ployed iu budding citrus. This, how 
vrr. i* mi tedious and difficult owing 
to the thin hark of seedlings, that B 
is not an economical method of propa¬ 
gation. 

A more satisfactory way ol obtaining 
j 'jvj plant* that will cotnc true to 
parentage is by r-t cutting* Guavs 
lice* produce a large number «»f roots 
near chc soil surface. V tree ten '»r 
fifteen feet tall will send out r<<ot» 
fifteen or twenty feet long. Such 
roots can be madr into cuttings 
1 luxe cuttings should Nj butg enough 
to facilitate handling and to allow the 
lower end to reach moist soil when 
pi iced for striking Four to six Indies 
is a convenient length. The diameter 
of a root used for making cutting* 
should not he )*■*% than one fourth 
inch, Thi smaller roots strike lens 
ireely. 

Cuttings may he set in an ordinary 
striking bed *>r in cutting flan* * lean 
white and will he found one of the 
best materials tn which to strike 
guava root cuttings. They should he 
placed tn a perpendicular position, 
with thr tops even with tlu* surface 
of the toil The bottoms and tops t>( 
the roots will then callout and strike 
In s (cw weeks Those cutting* that 
ar about the sice of a fountain pen 
arc likely to he among the first fu 
strike and produce buds As s"< n a# 
the cuttings have Struck well and 
show top growth they may he trans¬ 
ferred to nursery rows, and when they 
arc from two u> fit* feet tall can he 
set into an orchard. 

I he foregoing method ol propaga¬ 
tion has not been widely practiced, 
owing to the ease with which seed¬ 
lings can be grown or plants obtained 
from old guava plantations (many of 
the plants under old trees are sprouts). 
Thr latter hapha«ar<| way of securing 
plant* is, however, uncertain, since 
one never knows what the product 
will he. By uaing root cuttings one 
would he able to control the parentage 
and variety NtArly every guava grove 
in Florida contains one or more trees 
u( superior fpiality Some •»( these 
tree* arr als* above the average in 
productivity. 

A* most of ihe frmting guava tree* 
in Florida are seekings, the crop 
produced i* variable both >u quality 
and quantity Guavas come fairly 
truo to seed so far as the general class 
is concerned, but there is a marked 
variation in quality of fruit and (he 
productiveness of individual trees. 
Among a large number of seedling 
trees that fruited at the plant intro¬ 
duction garden in Miami, wide varia¬ 
tion in these respects are found, al¬ 
though the seed came front the same 
source. 

Thee classes of guavas, belonging 
to the species Psidium guajava, are 
recognised The table guava is a 
delicious fruit, sub-acid and quite 
sweet. It usually has a pinkish or 
reduish center and yellow peel. The 
fruit from this clast does not a* a rule 
produce a Urge amount of jelly and 
from .some of TTie fruit* It i» difficult 
t© make jelly at all. *

The first coffee 
house was opened there in 1554 by otto 
Sbcmsi a native of Aleppo. The 
beverage so quickly appreciated was 
a* quickly looked upon by th r ortho¬ 
dox as insidious to the public morals. 

It as variously denounced as rr.e 
of the four elements of the world of 
pleasure, one of the four pillars of 
the tent of lubricity, one of the four 
cushions of the couch of voluptuous- 
nrss, and one ol tin- four minister* of 
the devil—tile other three being to¬ 
bacco, opium and wine. "Kahveh.'* 
whence our '’coffee,** is a slight modifl- 
cation of an Arabic word-literally 
meaning "that which takes away the 
appetite.'*

MAN GARRISON 

Commander, Made Insane, Adds 
to Horror ol Scene by Killing] 
Men Who Remain Untouched 


The dcsituctsou recently of a Ger¬ 
man Inrtfe'icd work on the Somme 
fr*>nt was marked by a tragic episode, 
say La l ibertc Pari*. The order 
wa* given t*» destroy the f»*rt at what¬ 
ever cost In less than six hours 
more ihmt J,$OQ great shell# were fired 
at it. and the ifcfcmirs gave way one 
by on« in « cloud of dust and smoke. 
If*, infantry then went forward and 
the German positions w’crc conquered. 

Pcnclt artillery officers, examining 
the ruins, discovered amid a 111,1a of 
debris a Bavarian officer with hia 
*-'bc*t * vnaked and at the point ol 
death. At the sight of the French 
officers the Bavarian seemr.l to col¬ 
lect himself, then began to speak 
softly, the l-rcnclittu-n kneeling about 
him. 

I hv story told by the Bavarian and 
later recounted by an artillery offfe 
err was to the effect that thirty-two 
men had occupied the work. After 
ihe bombardment had continued for a 
time half of tl.e #.ien were victims of 
an awful death Two were decapi¬ 
tated and uf three others near whom 
a shell exploded not ■ vestige re¬ 
mained. The survivors erotichcd at 
the bottom of the subterranean shel¬ 
ters and awaited their fate. • *' 

Another terrific explosion occurred, 
the men being thrown together in a 
confused heap, Almost immediately 
flames shot up from the underground 
cavern.
